Ho- 
ratio N. Pavi».* We.aro nol n liiwyor.by pro- 
fesiion or education, and beyond its general 
principloi and their application to such ques- 
tions as hnvo more particularly interested u*, 
•wo havo devoted very littlo attention to tbo 
ituJy of tho law. And lensl of all havo we 
itudiod tbo science of special pleading. But 
•we have a pretty keen sense of right nnd jus- 
tice, ond know enough to turn over tbo pnge« 
of o law book, nnd find what wo wont, if it in 
there. Wo propose, therefore, to show tbut 
this deciiion or opinion of Jud^o Hubbcll is 
in direct conflict with tlio opinions of the 
ablest jurists of tlio country. 


This was virtually a proceeding to try the 


litlo to tbo oflico of Treasurer of Waukcslm 
Co., both parties claiming it, nnd Davis being 
in possession. No legal notice bnd been given 
of nn election for tho office of County Treas- 
urer, and tho electors of tbo County, general- 
ly, did~not vote for such officer, nor know that 
such an officer was to bo voted for ut thnt elec- 
tion. Sixty votes wcro cast by a few of the 
knowing ones for Peter G. Jones, nnd ho is 
now declared by Judge Hubbcll, lit Cham- 
bers, to bo entitled to the Looks nnd papers, 
nnd, of course, to tho full enjoyment of tho 
office of Treasurer. 


Wo regret that a question of so much im- 


portance should have boon decided in this 
summary manner', and wo doubt tbo Judge's 
authority, by a proceeding of thin kind, to de- 
termine who is and who is not imtitlcd to the 
office. Wo Imd supposed that tbo question of 
Iho rifiht or title to oflico could only bo deter- 
mined by quo learranto, wliero irauc.i of fact 
would be .tried by. n Jury, nnd where Iho de- 
cision of a Circuit Judge would liu tulijnct- to 
review, by writ of Krron Hut, in a procoud- 
in}; of this kind, wo understand the decision 
of the Jiiclgo to be conclusive nnd ftnnl. 


Tho Judge says: "Tho principal inquiry is, 


whether 'the books nnd papers are withheld." 
Withheld from whom ? Necessarily from the 
rightful officer. 
And in passing upon this 


very question, tho title to the office must first 
bo determined. So that tho Judge, notwith- 
standing his disclaimer, has virtually decided 
the question of title. 


Tho Judge further saya : " Prima facie evi- 


dence only, of tho right -to tho ollice, is re- 
quired." In reply to this, wo quote. 3 Hill's 
Itoportu, pajjo -17: 


•' Tho returnfl of Election Inspector* nre 


miniiitorinl, nut judicial .acts. Their charac- 
ter is shown by tho freedom with which they 
nro scrutinized in proceedings by t/wm/«wn!», 
or information in nature of a tnui warranto." 


The certificate ufii Clerk ofn Board of Su- 


porvioors is of no validity in n contested cnse, 
ngiiinit an oflicer tie facto. And to prove 
Jwlgo Hubbcll wiong, wo quota tho opinion 
nnd opposjto dcpision of thut eminent jurint, 
Judge Kent, in a similar cnso upon a similar 
statute — IhO'Vflry itntuto copied into our code, 
niul on which Judge Hubbell relioa in giving 
his opinion.
